—would make 1955 the worst year 
for farmers since wartime 1942. 


Falling farm income, a political- 


ly explosive question with nation- 
al elections in the offing, has Re- 
publican strategists seriously wor' 
ried. 


The Agriculture Department re- 


ported yesterday that cash income 
received by farmers for their crops 
and livestock during the first eight 
monthsrfaf this year fell four per- 
cent beleKv the comparable 
pe- 


riod of 1954. 


It also said the farmers' net in- 


come for the first half of this year 
was at an annual rate of $11,100,- 
000,000 — also down four per cent 
from last year's $11,600,000,000. 


This is the lowest rate since 


1942's $8,349,000,000.

their goods. Net income is what 
is left after they pay their produc 
tion expenses.

and livestock during the first eight

I ed sunshine . where and when it 
needed artificially. To some, how- 
' ever, it is quite

1 bright sunshine also brings deep, 
dark shadows. Many shutterbugs 
accept the black shadows of sum- 
mertime as necessary evils of the 
season and do nothing about them. 


Here are some of the things you 


can do if the shadow portion of a 
piqture is important enough: 


1. Shift the subject, if possible, 


to change the shadows. A wide 


j brimmed hat, for instance, can be 
! removed or tilted.

2. Expose for the shadows. Open 


the lens or increase the time. 


3 Use bright reflectors to shine 


light into the shadow area. 


4. Use flash as a fill-in light to.

If 
these aren't available, place regu- 
lar bulbs on extension wire behind 
camera.

Photo Flash 
Bulb Is Only 
25 Years Old

TWENTY-FIVE years ago, along 


about this time of year, the photo- 
flash bulb was introduced in this 
country, to 
replace 
the rather 


cumbersome and sometimes dan- 
gerous method of igniting flash 


I powder on trays. It went, otf with 
a loud boom, a 
dense 
cloud of 


smoke, an acrid odor and there, 
was no practical way to gauge the 
amount of light involved. Many 
photgoraphers were burned or in- 
jured handling flash powder. 


This year about a half 
billion 


flashbulbs are being produced in 
this country. Today this source of 
light is conveniently simple to use, 
small in size, extremely safe, fair- 
ly economical and quite accurate 
in measurable 
light 
output. 


A flashgun has become standard 
equipment on 
practically 
every 


'even the most inexpensive. 


j Most camera fans are aware of 
the normal uses for flash as a con 
jvenient method of bringing bottl- 


I ed sunshine . where and when it 
needed artificially. To some, how- 
' ever, it is quite 
a surprise 
that 


1 bright sunshine also brings deep, 
dark shadows. Many shutterbugs 
accept the black shadows of sum- 
mertime as necessary evils of the 
season and do nothing about them. 


Here are some of the things you 


can do if the shadow portion of a 
piqture is important enough: 


1. Shift the subject, if possible, 


to change the shadows. A wide 


j brimmed hat, for instance, can be 
! removed or tilted.

2. Expose for the shadows. Open 


the lens or increase the time. 


3 Use bright reflectors to shine 


light into the shadow area. 


4. Use flash as a fill-in light to. 


lighten the shadows.

If 
these aren't available, place regu- 
lar bulbs on extension wire behind 
camera.

Russell Lawrence would 
have loved to have lived to see it. 


As it was, he probably had 
it 


all figured 
anyway. 
He was a 


man of great foresight who be- 
lieved engineering could accom- 
plish almost anything. Bpck in 
1926 the folks who chugged about 
Detroit in their Model T's called 
Russell Lawrence an impractical 
visionary for predicting that by 
1946 the nation would be enjoying 
television and 3-D movies. 


He' also forecast that 1946 would 


bring huge shopping centers on 
the edge of cities, that buildings 
would be cooled in the summer 
by electricity, that three would be 
a five-day work week. 


Lawrence was dean of the en- 


gineering school at th University 
of Detroit where the depression of 
the 30's slashed enrollments. 


In 
May, 1932, 
he made his 


decision. He'd open his own en- 
ginering college. Even in those 
dark days the big Detroit com- 
janies had so much respect for 
aanies had so much 
respect for 


jawrcnce 
he borrowed $-100,000 


with his peraonsl ability pledged 
TS security. 


He leased an old orphangage. 


Seven of his former teaching as- 
sociates cast their lots with him. 


Two hundred and fifty students 


showed up for the first term in 
the fall of 1932. 


Lawrence 
often 
skipped 
his 


paycheck so that his staff could 
nave full , slaries. Then, in the 
spring of 1934, Lawrence died. 


He left his struggling, deft-rid- 


den dream to 
his 
25-year-old 


31-other, E. George Lawrence, who 
was working for a company build- 
ing trucks. 


George Lawrence admitted he 


was not a teacher. But he left the 
acadmic 
side 
to

The college bought a farm for 


a new campus. But a big depart- 
ment store wanted it for a subur- 
ban 
shopping center — one of

farther into the suburbs to buy 
its new home. A steady enroll-

The idea for a County Hos- 
pital was born in the minds of the 
doctors of our Countyt who in turn 
asked for and received help from 
the Hope Chamber of Commerce. 
Meet after meet was called and 
iinally the idea progressed 
far 


••enough along for the voters of 
Hempstead to authorize sale of 
$300,000 in bonds and approve a 
three mill tax wtih which to re- 
tire the bonds. 


The late C. Cook, then County 


Judge, named a hospital commit- 
tee composed Lloyd Spencer, R. M 
LaGrove, Mrs. E. O. Wingfield, Dr. 
Jim McKenzie and Roy Anderson 
with Albert Graves 
as attorney 


for the group. 
* Circumstances 
prevented 
this 


group from getting much 
done. 


Meanwhile U. G. Garrett 
was 


elected County Judge and immed- 
iately called a meeting of the com- 
•mittee. All members of the group 
affirmed by former Judge Cook re- 
signed and a new committee Was 
named by Judge Garrett with the 
following 
members: 
Clifford 


Franks, chairman; Roy Anderson, 
J. I. Lieblong, Berly Henry and 


jgV. H. Gunter with C. V. Nunn, 


Jr. as attorney for the group. Leo 
Kay was named building commis- 
sioner and Weaver and Slower 
were hired as architects. 


Immediately the group 
began 


th£ selection of a building site and 
finally after viewing all available 
sites settled on a 10-acre tract on 
South Main Street between Elm 
and Main. This property was pur- 
chased by the County in April 
1,953. In the meantime Congress- 


an Oren Harris had been con- 


tacted and asked to try and secure 
matching federal aid for the local 
$300,000 bond issue. It was then 
learned that all federal aid for 
hospitals in Arkansas 
committed 
by 
State 


had been

for several years in the future. 


Congressman Harris 
immediat- 


ly placed an amrnendment to the 
appropriation measure which was 


'Jfit that time, fortunately, winding 


its way through Congress. The mea- 
sure was unanimously approved 
by the committee and was assur- 
ed of immediate passage which 
would have provided that no one 
area or county in 
astate could 


receive more than 50 per cent of 
the federal funds allotted to that 
state for hospitals. Thus the State 
Board of Health was forced to al- 
locate $300,000 of the federal funds 
ijv the Hempstead County project. 
^' -Even though a $900,000 hospital 
was originally planned the attorney 
for the committee secured legal 


and in March the hospital was 
85 per cent complete. 
However 


in view of the fact that federal 
funds were broken down into three 
payments, $50,000 in 1953, another 
$50,000 in 1954 and $200,000 in July 
1955, the per cent of work com- 
pleted had gotten ahead of in- 
coming funds.

Perennials 
Important to 
Gardeaing

....Perennials are an intergral part 
of any garden plan. Perennials 
are the plants which, with rea- 
sonable care, give you bloom year 
after year with certain 
limita- 


tions. 


They may be 
started 
from 


seed. 
Early 
August is a good 


time 
to get under ' way. Early 


spring, before April, is another 
favorite perennial planting time. 


However, to start from seed in 


early August, the open garden soil 
is too warm for good germination 
of most seeds. A coldframe which 
can 
be 
shaded, 
controlled 
and 


properly ventilated is ideal. 


Perhaps, 
if you would rather 


skip 
the 
seed 
work, you can 


readily purchase plants from the 
nearby 
nursery, 
greenhouse 
or 


farm supplier. 


The seeds planted early in Au- 


gust will be ready for bloom next 
spring. Uusually the seedlings can 
winter 
in 
the 
frame 
without 


transplanting 
until 
spring. An- 


other time for coldframe planting 
of 
perennial seeds 
is 
iat° 
in 


November. The seeds will remain 
dormant until spring. 


The seeds may be planted di- 


rectly on the soil in the frame, 
in 
seed flats, 
or in pots sunk 


with the tops almost level 
with 


the soil. Generally, either seed 
flats or pots will give you more 
maneuverability, 


Plan for your perennials to go 


int." beds of their own. 


There are perennials which will 


bloom in early spring,late spring, 
and various phases of summer 
and fall. They grow to varyin? 
heights, so you should adjust your 
plantings to give you continual 
bloom through the season as well 
as graduated height in the beds.

A large part of the care must 


be left to experts. That piano of 
yours 
may 
have as many as 


12,000 moving parts. Tension on 
strings may be as much as 150 
pounds. Soundboards are subject 
to constant pressures which may 
be 
over half 
a ton. In a small 


spinet there is 13 tons of stress on 
the 
plate 
to which the strings 


are attached. In a concert grand 
it may be 20 tons. The strings be- 
gjn to lose their tension as soon 
as the tuner turns his back. 


Your piano should be 
turned 


every 
six months 
with normal 


family use. 


In climates with a wide vari- 


a/tion 
in t e m p ' e rat ure and 


humidity , the piano 
should be 


placed so its back is against nn 
inside wall. 
Avoid 
placing 
the 


piano 
next to a radiator, win- 


dows or in the basement. 


You can use dehumidifying de- 


vices to prevent excessive damp- 
ness — an electric heater inside 
the piano or a bag of. moisture 
gathering material can be used. 
Tn extremely dry climates, the 
wooden mechanical-p'arts are iri- 
^clined to shrink or even crack. 
Then a humidifying device can 
be used. You can hang moth 
crystals inside the piano to pro- 
tect the felt on the hammers and 
dampers 
from being 
eaten 
by 


hungry months. 


A piano technician should clean 


the inside of the instrument, re- 
moving the action, and using the 
vacuum cleaner to pick up the 
dust that settles on all fiat sur- 
faces. This should be done an- 
nually. 


Like any piece of furniture, a 


piano should be dusted, polished 
or waxed occasionally. The keys 
can be cleaned with a soft cloth 
moistened with water. Use a mild 
soap if the keys are soiled ex- 
tremely. Rub the keys lightly with 
a back-and-forth motion, then dry 
them with another soft cloth. Take 
care that soap or soapy water 
doesn't get into the action of the 
piano.

of any garden plan. Perennials 
are the plants which, with rea- 
sonable care, give you bloom year 
after year with certain 
limita- 


tions. 


They may be 
started 
from 


seed. 
Early 
August is a good 


time 
to get under ' way. Early 


spring, before April, is another 
favorite perennial planting time. 


However, to start from seed in 


early August, the open garden soil 
is too warm for good germination 
of most seeds. A coldframe which 
can 
be 
shaded, 
controlled 
and 


properly ventilated is ideal. 


Perhaps, 
if you would rather 


skip 
the 
seed 
work, you can 


readily purchase plants from the 
nearby 
nursery, 
greenhouse 
or 


farm supplier. 


The seeds planted early in Au- 


gust will be ready for bloom next 
spring. Uusually the seedlings can 
winter 
in 
the 
frame 
without 


transplanting 
until 
spring. An- 


other time for coldframe planting 
of 
perennial seeds 
is 
iat° 
in 


November. The seeds will remain 
dormant until spring. 


The seeds may be planted di- 


rectly on the soil in the frame, 
in 
seed flats, 
or in pots sunk 


with the tops almost level 
with 


the soil. Generally, either seed 
flats or pots will give you more 
maneuverability, 


Plan for your perennials to go 


int." beds of their own. 


There are perennials which will 


bloom in early spring,late spring, 
and various phases of summer 
and fall. They grow to varyin? 
heights, so you should adjust your 
plantings to give you continual 
bloom through the season as well 
as graduated height in the beds.

old favorite early spring 


perennial is the primrose;

through early summer. 


For fall flowers, there are the 


evervpopular chrysanhemum and 
the rose-mallow. 


These 
are just 
a few of the 


usually hardy perennials. 


Winter protection 
in northern 


climes , requires 
a 
protective 


mulch over the perennial bed to 
prevent 
heaving from 
alternate 


freezing and thawing. 


Through the years, there will be 


need for occasional replacement 
of plants, for while the group 
is 


dubbed perennial, it normally is 
net perpetual.

on housekeeping your piano: 
• 


A large part of the care must 


be left to experts. That piano of 
yours 
may 
have as many as 


12,000 moving parts. Tension on 
strings may be as much as 150 
pounds. Soundboards are subject 
to constant pressures which may 
be 
over half 
a ton. In a small 


spinet there is 13 tons of stress on 
the 
plate 
to which the strings 


are attached. In a concert grand 
it may be 20 tons. The strings be- 
gjn to lose their tension as soon 
as the tuner turns his back. 


Your piano should be 
turned 


every 
six months 
with normal 


family use. 


In climates with a wide vari- 


a/tion 
in t e m p ' e rat ure and 


humidity , the piano 
should be 


placed so its back is against nn 
inside wall. 
Avoid 
placing 
the 


piano 
next to a radiator, win- 


dows or in the basement. 


You can use dehumidifying de- 


vices to prevent excessive damp- 
ness — an electric heater inside 
the piano or a bag of. moisture 
gathering material can be used. 
Tn extremely dry climates, the 
wooden mechanical-p'arts are iri- 
^clined to shrink or even crack. 
Then a humidifying device can 
be used. You can hang moth 
crystals inside the piano to pro- 
tect the felt on the hammers and 
dampers 
from being 
eaten 
by 


hungry months. 


A piano technician should clean 


the inside of the instrument, re- 
moving the action, and using the 
vacuum cleaner to pick up the 
dust that settles on all fiat sur- 
faces. This should be done an- 
nually. 


Like any piece of furniture, a 


piano should be dusted, polished 
or waxed occasionally. The keys 
can be cleaned with a soft cloth 
moistened with water. Use a mild 
soap if the keys are soiled ex- 
tremely. Rub the keys lightly with 
a back-and-forth motion, then dry 
them with another soft cloth. Take 
care that soap or soapy water 
doesn't get into the action of the 
piano.

LaGrove, Mrs. E. O. Wingfield, Dr. 
Jim McKenzie and Roy Anderson 
with Albert Graves 
as attorney 


for the group. 
* Circumstances 
prevented 
this 


group from getting much 
done. 


Meanwhile U. G. Garrett 
was 


elected County Judge and immed- 
iately called a meeting of the com- 
•mittee. All members of the group 
affirmed by former Judge Cook re- 
signed and a new committee Was 
named by Judge Garrett with the 
following

Franks, chairman; Roy Anderson, 
J. I. Lieblong, Berly Henry and

Congressman Harris 
immediat- 


ly placed an amrnendment to the 
appropriation measure which was 


'Jfit that time, fortunately, winding 


its way through Congress. The mea- 
sure was unanimously approved 
by the committee and was assur- 
ed of immediate passage which 
would have provided that no one 
area or county in 
astate could 


receive more than 50 per cent of 
the federal funds allotted to that 
state for hospitals. Thus the State 
Board of Health was forced to al- 
locate $300,000 of the federal funds 
ijv the Hempstead County project. 
^' -Even though a $900,000 hospital 
was originally planned the attorney 
for the committee secured legal 


and in March the hospital was 
85 per cent complete. 
However 


in view of the fact that federal 
funds were broken down into three 
payments, $50,000 in 1953, another 
$50,000 in 1954 and $200,000 in July 
1955, the per cent of work com- 
pleted had gotten ahead of in- 
coming funds.

of any garden plan. Perennials 
are the plants which, with rea- 
sonable care, give you bloom year 
after year with certain 
limita- 


tions. 


They may be 
started 
from 


seed. 
Early 
August is a good 


time 
to get under ' way. Early 


spring, before April, is another 
favorite perennial planting time. 


However, to start from seed in 


early August, the open garden soil 
is too warm for good germination 
of most seeds. A coldframe which 
can 
be 
shaded, 
controlled 
and 


properly ventilated is ideal. 


Perhaps, 
if you would rather 


skip 
the 
seed 
work, you can 


readily purchase plants from the 
nearby 
nursery, 
greenhouse 
or 


farm supplier. 


The seeds planted early in Au-

A large part of the care must 


be left to experts. That piano of 
yours 
may 
have as many as 


12,000 moving parts. Tension on 
strings may be as much as 150 
pounds. Soundboards are subject 
to constant pressures which may 
be 
over half 
a ton. In a small 


spinet there is 13 tons of stress on 
the 
plate 
to which the strings 


are attached. In a concert grand 
it may be 20 tons. The strings be- 
gjn to lose their tension as soon 
as the tuner turns his back. 


Your piano should be 
turned 


every 
six months 
with normal 


family use. 


In climates with a wide vari- 


a/tion 
in t e m p ' e rat ure and 


humidity , the piano 
should be 


placed so its back is against nn 
inside wall. 
Avoid 
placing 
the 


piano 
next to a radiator, win- 


dows or in the basement. 


You can use dehumidifying de- 


vices to prevent excessive damp- 
ness — an electric heater inside 
the piano or a bag of. moisture 
gathering material can be used. 
Tn extremely dry climates, the 
wooden mechanical-p'arts are iri- 
^clined to shrink or even crack. 
Then a humidifying device can 
be used. You can hang moth 
crystals inside the piano to pro- 
tect the felt on the hammers and 
dampers 
from being 
eaten 
by 


hungry months. 


A piano technician should clean 


the inside of the instrument, re- 
moving the action, and using the 
vacuum cleaner to pick up the 
dust that settles on all fiat sur- 
faces. This should be done an- 
nually. 


Like any piece of furniture, a 


piano should be dusted, polished 
or waxed occasionally. The keys 
can be cleaned with a soft cloth 
moistened with water. Use a mild 
soap if the keys are soiled ex- 
tremely. Rub the keys lightly with 
a back-and-forth motion, then dry 
them with another soft cloth. Take 
care that soap or soapy water 
doesn't get into the action of the 
piano.

....Perennials are an intergral part 
of any garden plan. Perennials 
are the plants which, with rea- 
sonable care, give you bloom year 
after year with certain 
limita- 


tions. 


They may be 
started 
from 


seed. 
Early 
August is a good 


time 
to get under ' way. Early 


spring, before April, is another 
favorite perennial planting time. 


However, to start from seed in 


early August, the open garden soil 
is too warm for good germination 
of most seeds. A coldframe which

shaded, 
controlled

properly ventilated is ideal. 


Perhaps, 
if you would rather

work, you can 


readily purchase plants from the

A large part of the care must 


be left to experts. That piano of 
yours 
may 
have as many as 


12,000 moving parts. Tension on 
strings may be as much as 150 
pounds. Soundboards are subject 
to constant pressures which may 
be 
over half 
a ton. In a small 


spinet there is 13 tons of stress on 
the 
plate 
to which the strings 


are attached. In a concert grand 
it may be 20 tons. The strings be- 
gjn to lose their tension as soon 
as the tuner turns his back. 


Your piano should be 
turned 


every 
six months 
with normal 


family use. 


In climates with a wide vari- 


a/tion 
in t e m p ' e rat ure and 


humidity , the piano 
should be 


placed so its back is against nn 
inside wall. 
Avoid 
placing 
the 


piano 
next to a radiator, win- 


dows or in the basement. 


You can use dehumidifying de- 


vices to prevent excessive damp- 
ness — an electric heater inside 
the piano or a bag of. moisture 
gathering material can be used. 
Tn extremely dry climates, the 
wooden mechanical-p'arts are iri- 
^clined to shrink or even crack. 
Then a humidifying device can 
be used. You can hang moth 
crystals inside the piano to pro- 
tect the felt on the hammers and 
dampers 
from being 
eaten 
by 


hungry months. 


A piano technician should clean 


the inside of the instrument, re- 
moving the action, and using the 
vacuum cleaner to pick up the 
dust that settles on all fiat sur- 
faces. This should be done an- 
nually. 


Like any piece of furniture, a 


piano should be dusted, polished 
or waxed occasionally. The keys 
can be cleaned with a soft cloth 
moistened with water. Use a mild 
soap if the keys are soiled ex- 
tremely. Rub the keys lightly with 
a back-and-forth motion, then dry 
them with another soft cloth. Take 
care that soap or soapy water 
doesn't get into the action of the 
piano.

EL PASO, 111. An experiment 


may determine if underground ir- 
rigation will boost corn yields be- 
yond the 100-bushel per acre mark. 


Lester 
Pfister, 
hybrid corn 


breeder, says he is trying to find 
the best method of applying ferti- 
lizer to a grdwing crop. 


Twenty-two tile lines at a depth 


of 36 inches, spaced 10 feet apart, 
supply water and liquid fertilizer 
to a one-acre plot of corn. 


Half of the acre will receive ir- 


rigation water and the other half 
will receive both water and liquid 
fertilizer through the tile. 


Although there may be a heavy 


rainfall during the season, Pfister 
believes it's almost certain a thick 
stand of corn will be able to uti- 
lize more water than nature pro- 
vides. 
•A healthy corn crop in July will 
consume a third of an inch of rain- 
fall or stored moisture daily. 


Frank W. Bill, a Bloomington, 


111., farm editor, said the test con- 
sists of three plots. Tile lines oc- 
cupy only one of them. 
; 


Another plot will be ditched as 


for tile every 10 feet but no tile 
will be installed. Half of the acre 
will receive fertilizer and water 
and the other only water. It will 
show whether stirring ' the soil at 
the 36-inch depth every 10 feet will 
have any effect.
